2 ouſly known to all the world ) dd on the, 16th or 26th of Faruary laſt de- 
c'are Warr againſt our Subjects, making himſelf thus the Aggretlor, and rendring 
the Peace, We have allwayes deſired with the ſaid States, more difficult, towards 
| which the French Kings Ambaſſadours never Offered either ſatisfa&ion for paſt 
injuries done to our Subjects, ur a faire Regulation of the commerce for the future; We relying 
upon the help of God Almighty in the juſtice of our cauſe, and being aſſured of the yalour and 
affections of our SubjeCts in the defence thereof have thought fit to declare, and by thele pre- 
ſents. do declare, That we will oppoſe the French King, and vigorouſly profecute this Warr, which 
he hath ſo unjuſtly begun, with the utmolt of ourForce by Sea and Land, in the maintenance and 
defenſe of our Subjects, Enjoyning hereby our moſtDear and intirely beloved Brother our High 
Admirall, and our Right Truſty and Right intirely beloved Coſen and Councellor George Duke of 
Albemarle Generall of our Forces by land, our Lieutenants of the ſeyerall Counties, and all other 
Officers and Souldiers under them b.'th by Sea and land to oppoſe all attempts of the French =

the Frexch King, his Vaſſals and Subjects 3 Willing and requiring all our Subje&s to take notice of 
the ſame, whom We henceforth ſtreightly forbid upon pain of Death to hold any correſpondence 
or communication with the ſaid French King or His Subjects ( thoſe onely excepted who are nece(- 
litated thereunto for the with drawing their perſons and Eſtates out of France} And becauſe there 
are remaining in our Kingdoms many Subjects of the French King, and likewiſe of the ſtates Gene- 
;all of the United provinces, We do Declare and give our Royall word, That all ſuch of the 
French or the Dutch Nation. as ſhall demean themſclves dutifully towards Us, and not correſpond 
i ith our Enemies, hall be tafe in their perſons and Eſtates and free from all moleſtation and trouble 
cf any Kind, And further We do Declare, That if any of the French or Low Conntrey Subjects, 
cither out of adection to Us or our Government, or becauſe of the oppreſſion they meet with at 
home, ſhall come into our Kingdoms, they ſhall be by Us protected in their perſons and Eitates, and 
e{pecially thoſe of the Reformed Religion, whoſe intereſt ſhal! ever be moſt particularly owned by
